Woodlawn Trotting Races— Fifth Day. 

Tbe weather has been tantalizing ail the week, 
but yesterday the sun peeped out a lit- 
tle, and it allowed the ladies to visit 
Woodlawn Raco Course in great num- 
bers. They manifested a keen appreciation 
of the sport. lion. John C. Breckinridge, Vice 
President of tbe United States, and His Excel- 
lency, Gov. Magoflin, were also present. Of 
course the high- mettled racers were bound to do 
honor to such an assemblance of beauty, and, 
consequently, the race was very fast and exciting, 
probably, in point of time and interest, the best 
ever mude in Kentucky. 

Tbe race was three best in five, and although 
there were but two entries — Rocket and Ben. Hig- 
don — yet, as both had proved themselves fast 
goers, there was plenty of betting, but Rockey 
was the favorite. The tale was soon told. Rockey 
was the quickest for the start, and took the lead 
in each heat. He was not passed at any time iD 
the race. The first heat he won by five lengths, 
never breaking, while Higdon broke twice. In 
the second they went nearly lapped from the en- 
trance gate to the upper turn, and us Higdon was 
outfooting his gallant competitor, he went off 
his feet, and lost several lengths. He nearly re- 
covered this loss on the stretch, but broke again 
inside of the upper draw gate; he was brought 
down to his work quick by bis skillful driver, but 
too late to do any good. 

Tbe third and last beat was a repetition of tbe 
others. Higdon out fooled Rockey on the back 
stretch, but broke, and couldn’t make up the gap.
